REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Kaplan, Jonathan C. (US PG Pub 2002/0023220) discloses a distributed information 
system and protocol for affixing electronic signatures and authenticating documents. 
Kaplan further discloses a reuse key in a content distribution system (see., abstract, 
paragraph, [0009], [0016], [0057], 0091]). 

JP2001221718 A, Fukazawa, Motomu discloses a device including reusable unit and 
management system therefor. 

However, neither Kaplan nor Fukazawa singularly or in combination discloses the 
recited feature: 

As per claims 1 , 1 1 , 18, 24, 25, 27, and 28 "the receiving device rewrites the use 
limitation information of the stored distribution data upon receipt of permission by the 
distribution device, wherein the receiving device receives from the distribution device a 
reuse information key indicative of details of changes made in the use limitation 
information and rewrites use limitation information of the distribution data stored in the 
receiving device based on the reuse information key".
